STEWARD TELLS 
TALE OF HORROR 


Survivor of Wreck Saw Dead 


Drifted Out to Sea, No Oars or 
Food in Lifeboat. 


Captain and Mate, Unable to 
Hold on, Are Drowned. 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 
PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 17.—A tale 
of horror which would fill half a 
newspaper page was told here yes- 
tcrday by F. M. Davits, steward of

September 28.

They were rescued by the tanker 
Sunoll, which brought them to this 
port. Davies narrative, beginning

“He was one of bravest men (the 
wireless operator] I ever saw. The 
captain texged him to leave the ry 
and go with him in the lifeboat 
refused. Two sailors then grappled 
with him trying to save him, but it 
was of no avail. He stuck to 118 


post. 
“We rowed over to the other uit 

boat which contained three women 
on the two sailors and we ex- 

nged places. The captain, First 

ate Rueng. Chief Engineer Brown 
and we three men, besides the two 
sailors and the three women, were 
in the boot. 

“We lost sight of the other life 
craft and rowed. It was night. The 
wind howled and the icy waters of 
the guif swept over the side of the 
little boat. The women huddled in 
the bottom of the boat badly 
frightened, but not emitting a whim- 


per. 
NO WATER, NO OARS. 

“The mate steered the boat, using 
an oar as a rudder. Two men held 
an oar over which we rigged up a 
canvas sall. We were headed toward 
the sea. Presently the mate fatigued 
fell asleep. We awakened him and 
he left his post to get out of Wie 
way of the cutting wind. The oars- 
men followed suit and we all gath- 
ered in vack of the sail which slight- 
ly protected us. 

“We failed to netice the boat turn- 
ing about. Its side was toward the 
running sea and we upset. Our wa- 
ter and food, which was enough for 
a week. was lost. The boat finally 
was reiloated and all rescued. 

“We had nothing to eat, no water. 
no oars and just drifted onward, The 
heavy seas filled the little boat 
which was only a toy in the hand 
of a giant. 

“On September 30, the hurricané 
had not decreased. At 3 o'clock in 


righted, upset twice more, the last 
time it being impossible to float her. 
Ve hung on for five hours. Our 
legs were numb, the alt water eu- 
ing. into them and blistering and 
cutting them. 

CAPTAIN, MATE DROWN. 

“After hanging on for three hours. 
Capt. Johnson, being exhausted, 
drowned before our eyes. We were 
powerless to save him. Shortly aft- 
erwards the mate also drowned. 

“The boat righted again with the 
help of God and we drifted until the 
next day. Emily Mivat. wife of one 
of the sailors, went violently insane. 
She ran from one end of the frail 
craft to the other screaming. Finally 
a wave swept her overboard and be- 
fore anyone could rescue her she 
was Gevoured by one of the tiger 
sharks who followed us in a large 
school, cating the dead as soon as 
they were swept overboard. 

“The sea was still heavy. I be- 
came unconscious. My wife died 
while I was in a delirium. She was 
lkewered into the sea, giving the 
sharks another feast 

SEES SHARKS EAT DEAD. 

“The two other sailors died of 
exhaustion and cold on October 1, 
one was swept overboard and the 
other was dropped overboard. After 
seeing the sharks leap after them, 
their tails flapping and their fins 
above the water, [ turned sick and 
closed my eyes. It was horrible. 

“There were four of us left and 
we just drifted on. Many ships 
passed us in the night, but could mot 
see us despite our cries which were 
faint due to weakness. At daybreak 
on the second of October, a Porto 
Rican steamer passed us. We could 
not make out the name. They saw 
un, but lent no assistance.

GIRLS ARE THROWING ASIDE 
NEEDLE TO LEARN SHORT- 
HAND, TYPEWRITING. 


PARIS, Oct. 1. — The French 
“midinette” is disappearing and 
youhg French girls are throwing 
aside the needle for the typewriter, 
according to the large fashion 
houses of Paris. The apprentice who 
used to be glad to enter a modiste’s 
or costumer's establishment as midi- 
nette, at first earning nothing but 
her keep, is now learning typewrit- 
ing with perhaps a suspicion of 
shorthand, and can command a fair 
salary as soon as her course of m- 
struction is completed.
